Oa Thursday eveniajj last MrW. Smitliam, 
late of the Kawarau Hotel, was eutertaioed at a 
farewell bauquefc, in view of his intended depar- 
ture from Cromwell, by a mimeroua assemblage 
of friends and acquaintances- The banquet took 
place in the large room (formerly used as a bil* 
Hard-saloon) of the hotel with which the name 
of Mr SinithiTi has long been associaled, and 
the proprietorship of which is now transferred 
to Mr Frederick EasHn^s. The arranjenieuts 
made by the new host in connection with the 
banquet were in all respeciis as complete as could 
be desired, notwithstauding the obvious disad- 
vantage of having to make the necessary prepara- 
tions at extremely short notice. The chair was 
occupied by his Worship the Mayor — M. Fraer, 
whose right was sealed the guest of 
the evening. The vicC'Chair was worthily filled 
by J, A. Freshaw* Esq., agent of the Bank of 
New South Wales ; and among those present 
were Messrs J. Dawkins, W. Grant, and Isaac 
Wright, members of the Municipal Council ; Mr

Sir, — Believing that a few remarks with refe- 
rence to the spare ground (or, as has come out iu 
the correspondence between our Town Council 
and the Provincial Govermnent, the reserve' for 
the purpose of recreation) may not be iuappli- 
cab’e At the present junedire, I trust you wiU 
do me the favour of inserting the following. 

In the first place, supposing this verif Jar(]e 
piece of land werckiid out as a recreation groaud, 

[ ask, in the name of common sense, what sort 
of recreation would it afford? It is so sma’l 
that it would not be fib even for a proinenacle. 

I do not think it would be far wrong for me to 
say that there is not a Town Council in the Pro- 
vince, excepting that of Cromwell, tliat would 
correspond with GovernTneut with a view to 
geUing the ground for sucli a purpose. 

Now, as a liint, let the Council try to get tiiis 
ground into their hands, and have it surveyed 
into allntinents. By tin's course of action, the 
Cnimc’l would he doing the town a public good. 
Nob only would it improve the state of their j 
coffer, hut the main street of the town would he 
likely to assume a much more respectable and 
imposing apj^earanee : the ground now unoccu- 
pied woiikl sorui be hnuglit and built u[»on, thus 
etiabfing the jtiat coUccl’on of taxes. The snoncr 
the Council take steps iu this direct'on the bet- 
ter for the ratepayers ; for shonid they desire to 
shift the buildings now upon it, I think it will 
he found to he r.atlicr .an expensive undertaking. 

It may not ho out of place to say that a day 
or two ago a nLan erected an edifice, — if it may 
be called so,— upon tliis reserve which ia a tho- 
rough disgrace to Cromwell, — l)citiga small frame 
of wood covered over with thin Imusc-linhig.and, 
as a set-off, with a chimney built of kerosene 
tins. This was all very weU at the first of the 
rush ; bub now that wc have ailvanced into what 
may be called civilizaJimj, I do not think the 
erection of such a hnilding slirmld be permitted. 
Let the Council, then, in the event of their get- 
ting full control over this reserve, seU it for 
building purposes,— on the condition that the 
purchaser puts up a rcs])CCLablc building. Kono 
can deny the fact that the gmimil is more suit- 
able for building purposes than it is for recrea- 
tion ; and it seems ridicnlons that anyone should 
be in favour of having a recreation ground in tlie 
centre of tdie town, instead of cncoura;’rng a po- ! 
puhaiion upon it. I shniild say, the more inha- 
bitants. the more money in circulation, the very 
commodity the town requires.

The 
loruing was bright and lovely, and calcu- 
itcd to inspire joyous hopes and happy feel- 
,gs. To me it brought nothing but fear and 
renbliug. I could not even trust myself to 
p{jk to my children, for I was choking with 
Qppresaed emotion, and they, not knowing 
ow deeply I was suffering, looked at me 
ith wonder in their innocent eyes. ‘ Oh,’ 
thought, ‘surely my husband will at last 
ipdentand the depth of love I bear him, for,

I had given away my husband, “ '\^■hat 
more could the Lord require of me that 1 
could not do ?”

His Mor- i 
men family begins with his first legal wife, i 
who is still living — Mrs M.ary Ann Ange! ! 
louug. She is probably about his own age, | 
but is physically less preserved, and looks | 
much older. She is a most excellent and 
auiiable lady, and bears traces of having had 
her full share of earthly troubles. She is the 
melherof three prominent sons — Joseph A., 
Brigham jun., John W,, and two daughters 
-Alice ^ and Luna. Each of the sons has 
three wives. The first daughter is the third 
or fourth wife in a polygamic household.

In onr telegraphic intelligence a week or. 
two ago, the death in Auckland of Police-In- 
spector Morton was chronicled. The Suutlieni 
Cross of the 13th ult. has the following obi- 
tuary notice ; — On Wednesday last, William 
Nixon Morton, an inmarte of our Lunatic 
Asylum, died, and yesterday an inquest was 
held on his reinainc, when the jury returned 
a verdict that death was the result of natural 
causes. Although “unhonoured and unsung’’ 
in this part of New Zealand, poor Morton 
had been a man of some mark years ago in 
the South Island, as well as in Victoria. It 
was about eighteen years since when Mr 
Morton, Hien a remarkably handsome young 
man, was a eadet in the Victorian Mounted 
Police. There he became one of the smartest 
and cleverest of colonial detectives, and sub- 
sequently he was promoted to be sub-inspec- 
tor in the Geelong Constabulary Force. Then 
in 1861, when the rush took place to Otago, 
and the Provincial authorities di'sired to have 
organised an efficient constabulary force, Mr 
Branigan was sent for from Victoria to come 
to Dunedin, where he was made Commissioner 
of Police. With him came Mr Morton as 
his right-hand man, and these two organised 
what was at the time, and has been ever 
since, admitted to be the finest of all the Co- 
lonial police forces in existence. Passing 
strange that these two — who were the found- 
ers of a police system of which every Province 
in Naw Zealand is reaping the benefit to this 
day — should, a few years afterwards, come 
face to face with each other, both confined as 
lunatics in the Auckland Asylum. One died 
on Wednesdayfrom exhaustionresuUing from 
his frenzied struggles ; the other is still a 
helpless, broken-down, paralysed, and de- 
mented man. It was soon after the Waka- 
marina goldfield was discovered that Mr 
Morton was sent over and appointed Inspec- 
tor of a new force drawn from the picked men 
of the Armed Constabulary of Ot.ago. Here 
he remained some time, and was married to 
the daughter of one of Marlborough's oldest 
and most respected settlers. Subsequently 
Mr Morton went to Otago ; from there to the 
Fijis ; from the Fij is to .Auckland ; and from 
there to meet his old brother officer, friend, 
and comrade, in that asylum where two days 
ago pour Morton was released from a world 
wliich to him of late years had been one full 
of sorrow and great tribulation." 

Carbolised Hosb. 

[Prom the San Francisco A'eu’s Lelter.J 

Rubber hose is generally made of alternate 
layers of rubber and canvas ; each layer of 
cloth is called a ply ; a four-ply hose consists 
of four layers of cloth and six layers of rub- 
ber. Rubber contains ingredients which 
very soon destroy all vegetable and animal 
matter with which it comes in contact. The 
cotton and the hose soon become u.seless, 
sometimes giving out even in a few months. 
To prevent the decay of the cloth, resort has 
been had to carbolic acid, which, by its anti- 
septic properties, entirely preserves animal 
and vegetable matter from decay for long 
periods of time. Any one can try the follow- 
ing experiment for his own satisfaction. 
Take a piece of common cotton clotli, satu- 
mte one half of it with carbolic acid, and 
bury it underground for two or three months ; 
when that part not treated with carbolic acid 
will be found to be decayed, while tlie other 
part will be found as sound as when put in 
the ground. By saturating the cotton duck- 
ing of which hose is made with carbolic acid, 
it is protected against the destructive proper- 
ties of the rubber ; the rubber can be vul- 
canised at a much less degree of heat when 
carbolic acid is used, thus again protecting 
the goods from injury. The United States 
Government appointed a special committee 
to investigate the merits of the carbolised 
hose, as the Goveruiuent is a heavy purchaser, 
and since that time theGoverniuent has pur- 
chased none but carbolized hose, which is 
used in all the fire departments and in all the 
navy yards. The cities of New York, 
Brooklyn, Pitisbnrgh, and Baltimore use it 
exclusively, and about five hundred other 
fire departments throughout the United 
States. There is now more carbolised hose 
sold for steam engines tiinn o/ ad oihrr kinds 
uf hose moule in the United States. Immense 
quantities of it are sold for garden and irri- 
gating purposes. It lasts four or five years, 
wliereas other common rubber hose gives out 
■after a few monhs. There is a guarantee of 
eighteen months given on all carbolised hose. 

An interesting archaeological discov'ery ia 
reported in a recent number of the San Fran- 
cisco Bidktin ; — Various stone implements, 
evidently of hum.au manufacture, have re- 
cently been found in San Mateo county im- 
bedded in rock of a formation far anterior to 
the period usually assigned as the time of tlie 
origin of man. These relics of a former age 
are strongly confirmatory of the theory of 
some modern scientists, that the human r.ace 
existed on e.arth many thous.ands of years 
prior to the period indicated in the Mosaic 
account of the creation. Several of these in- 
terest, nig specimens of man’s early handiwork 
have been brought to the city, and on close 
examinatitin they prove beyond a doubt to 
be artificial, bearing still the marks of the 
tools used in theirconstruction, though the nse 
which they were intended to subserve is not 
so cle.ar. Some of them look like sinkers for 
fish-lines, some like arrow-he.ads, and some 
resemble instruments for'cutt’^c purposes. 
To prevent the destruction tha^jjjl>ld attend 
the operations of mere curio,sipj-„amers it is 
deemed best not to indic.ate the exact locality^ 
until men of scientific attainments have h.ad 
an opportunity to examine the rock in which 
the remains are imbedded.

The following very curious story is told by 
the Sydney Morning Herald : — “ The craving 
for food by the helpless young has in many 
oases been known to prompt kittens and 
whelps to take milk from very different 
genera of mammalia ; but one of the most 
extraordinary incidents of this nature is re- 
lated to have occurred lately in Sydney. 
The circumstance has no such features as 
would render publicity objectionable, and 
the authenticity of the subjoined state- 
ment is vouched for by the husband .of the 
woman referred to. Mrs Byrne is a m irried 
woman, residing in Devonshire street, Sydney i 
— her husband, a native of the colony, being I 
well known in the metropolis. Some months j 
ago she bore twins, one of which died, and | 
the surviving infant (now about seven months 
old) became ailing. This the mother attri- 
buted to an insufficiency of milk.

He goes by the name of Ohapparel Joe, and 
is by profession, a recluse. Joseph resides 
in a dense thicket dividing Colusa and Volo 
counties, and has been serious from M.s boy- 
hood. He speaks with an Irish accent, .and 
carries for his personal protection one double- 
barrelled shoUgnn, one breech-loading car- 
bine, two six-shooters, and an assortment of 
knives. Wlien hungry, often the case, he | 
goes to some farm-house and demands food. 

■J oseph is not altogether an ascetic — ^he is j 
passionately fond of tobacco ; and so far 
from concealing liis weakness, he always pre- 
fers a request that this article may be sup- 
plied to him when he pays a visit to a f.arm- 
hoiise. He is not sociable — indeed rather 
the reverse. Nor is he entirely faultless. 
Tliere are temptations to which the strongest 
snccuinh, and Joseph is no exception to this 
rule. His particular weakness is the a;)- 
propriation of the property of others — in fact 
he takes whatever lie needs ; and not even tlie 
higli character he bears for general piety 
saves him from criticism in this respect. .A I 
saci’iligioua party lately started to cajitiire j 
him, but although they discharged eight j 
guns at him, he escaped apparently un- 1 
harmed, and remained master of tlie position. ! 
It will hardly be credited that even this i 
good man has enemies. j 



A Double Sell. 

The man arrested a few days since, between 
Carngham and Linton, in Victoria, on suspi- 
cion of being Dermody, seems (tiie Bailamf 
Courier says) to have “ takim quite a rise" 
out of the police and people of o'amgham, 
and to have derived a fund of amusement 
out of the mistake. The mode of arrest 
as follows : — Two or three children were play- 
ing in the bush at tlie rear of Mr Chibneli’s 
house, when they saw this man lying behind 
a log. Tliey ran and told their father, and 
the latter immediately took it for granted 
that the stranger must be one of the escaped 
prisoners. Mr Chibnell went to the spot, 
and was convinced by the man's dilapidated 
appearance, and his youth, tliat he was Der- 
mody. Mr Chibnell coaxed him down to hia 
house, asking him to take a drink tliere ; and 
nothing loth, the stranger fallowed. Mr 
Chibnell provided him with a substantial 
meal and an abundance of beer. In the 
meantime Mr Cliibnell’s brother rode off to 
Carngham to obtain the police. Returning 
with Constable Menagh, the latter on his ar- 
rival questioned the man, and the replies 
given not being deemed satisfactory, Menagh 
arrested him on suspicion of being Dermody. 
He was marched into Carngham, and as ho 
passed towards the camp scores of people ap- 
peared in the streets to have a look at the 
now famous convict. On being placed in the 
lock-up, a galvanised iron building, he looked 
about liijn for a iiiomeiit, and said to the con- 
stable, “ This building won't hold a man who 
has escaped from the Ballarat gaol ; I’ll be 
oat of it before morning.” So convinced 
were the police by this remark that they had 
got the genuine article, that a sentry was 
placed over the lock-up for the night. No- 
thing, however, occurred to disturb the con- 
stable, the prisoner continuing up to the 
morning comfortably to snore off the fumes 
of the beer he had imbibed so freely at Mr 
Chibnell's house. When daylight came, the 
police prepared to remove their jirisoner into 
Ballarat, but first provided him with an 
ample breakfast, which he consumed with 
evident satisf.action. He was tlien about to 
start for hia destination, when some of the 
Smythesd.ale police arrived, and at once pro- 
nounced that the joker was not only not Der- 
mody, but that he was two inches shorter 
than the man wanted. Of course, after this 
there was no keeping him, and he was allowed 
to depart. This he did, with a broad grin 
overspreading his face, evidently arising from 
inward satisfaction that he had been hospi- 
tably entertained by Mr Chibnell in the first 
place, and by the police in the second, under 
the coiivietion that he was somebody else 
than he really was. We believe the Carngham 
police are rather sore over the “sell”; so 
also, it is said, is Mr Chibnell.

It may be interesting, now th.at the tele- 
graph line between England and Australia is 
so near absolute completion (remarks a late 
Northern excliange), to give the distances 
spanned in each stage, and tlie points from 
which the extension is car.ried on. The 
South Australian portion of the telegrapli 
will stretch in a somewliat diagonal direction 
across the continent from Port Angu.sta, 32^ 
degs. S. lat., 137| degs. E. long., to Palmer- 
ston, Port Darwin, 124 degs. S. lat., 13! )J 
degs. E. long,, about 1400 miles in a direct 
line, but from 1700 to 1800 miles as tlie line 
is laid. The subjoined table shows the route

j “ Doubtless you are aw.are that the separa- 
tion of gold from its matrix is no further ad- 
vanced now, in a scientific point of view, 
tlian it was many years ago. Y'ou are also 
asvare tliat lumdreds of tliousands of pounds 
worth of gold are lost annually through im- 
perfect appliances. Is it because we have no 
scientific men in Australia ! or is it because 
scientific men will not interest themselves in 
what they would gain very little from ? I am 
of opinion that if the colonies would unite in 
o.Tering a premium, open to the world, of a 
sum commensurate with the importance of 
the subject — say, at least, fifty thousand 
! pounds — for the best method of separating 
I gold from its matrix, clieapiiess of course 
I being the chief desideratum, a complete ro- 
! volution in mining matters would result, 

; I would here remark that I have been gold- 
[ mining in Tasmania, where there are hun- 
I dreds of reefs that would enrich the colony 
I if all the gold present in them could be saved, 

I and in South Australia also, but on a much 
! larger scale. In Victoria there is as much 
I gold lying waste in tlie tailings .as would pay 
I her national debt. In New South Wales, 

I in consequence of the groat preponderance of 
pyrites, as much as 70ozs. of gold per ton of 
pyrites in some reefs are left. Tliis is the 
.assertion of Mr Lusman, an analyst in that 
colony. In New Zealand, with such rich 
! reefs, they actually sell tlieir tailings by pub- 
! lie auction. In Queensland the reel's are 
' richer in proportion than in any of the other 
I colonics, and as no pyritous goid is .saved, a 
i greater waste takes place ; and especi-slly sa 
Queensland is only on the eve of opening up 
her wealth in this direction, she is more 
directly, or ought to bo, interested in pre- 
venting such an enormous waste of her 
wealth. 1 have discovered a reef — or, more 
j properly speaking, a lode— of pyrites that, 

1 according to analysis, would return 7ozs. of 
I gbld per ton, and yet there are no appliances 
j in Australia that would save it. On Gympie, 

I the machines are all of the most approved 
I principle, and I can give the names of the 
I men if yju wish it. who did earn £2 per 
j week out of the tailings uni 1 the iiiachino 
I holders turned their refuse from them.
